Curiously enough, Gladstone, who is quite 
wellagain, was dining at the Brooks Club, 
Goschen’s own club, when the news reached 
him. Ons important effect of Goscben’s de- 
feat will be to make the Government more 
chary of @igsolving Parliament. If they had 
carried Liverpool by asweeping majority it 
would have confirmed the belief in the es- 
sentially Conservative sentiment of the coun- 
try, and on every occasion they would have 
held the threat of dissolution over the recal- 
citrants and malcontents.

Lorpowr, January 27.—As early as § o'clock 
this morning members began to arrive in the 
House of Commons 60 as to secure good seats. 
The first to make his appearance was Mr. Sel- 
wyn, Conservative Member for Oambridge- 
shire. The scenes at the opening of Pariia- 
ment to-day were duller than those which 
usually attend thatevent. The crowds about 
the buildings showed little, if any, enthu- 
siasm, and the members were evidently un- 
certain as regards the future. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, when he first entered the House of 
Commons, tried to take the coveted seat be- 
low the gangway, which he formerly occupied. 
He found, though, that he had been fore- 
stalled ty the Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, 
whose hat was onthe seat. Lord Randolph 
lifted the hat, examined it critically, read Mr. 
Chaplin’s card for a fall minute, then smiled 
and tooka back seat. Itis notorious that a 
feud exists between Lord Randolph and Mr. 
Chaplin. The speech from the throne excited 
but little interest.

WAR IMMINENT. 


A Communication Giving Bismarck’s Views 
Regarding a Probable Struggle. 

Bupa PESTH, January 27.—Herr Tisza, Hun- 
garian Prime Mister, has spoken to his 
friends in very reassuring terms regard- 
ing the maintenance of peace. The 
Pesther Lloyd publishes a communication 
from Berlin, which it asserts is from an 
authentic source, and which states that war 
between Germany and France is regarded as 
more probable at Berlin than is to be Inferred 
from the information which is permitted to be 
accessible to the public. ‘‘It is erro- 
neous,’’ says the letter, to suppose that the 
semi-official press of Germany publish the de- 
tails of French armaments merely for the 
purpose of influencing the people in the com- 
ing elections. We happen to know that Prince 
Bismarck recently, when he had that view of 
the case presented to him, quoted, in reply, 
from ‘Faust,’ the words: 

„Thou resemblest the spirit whom thou 
com prehendest; not me. 

The Prince added that the statements made 
in behalf of the German Government respect- 
ing French armaments were not put forth as 
any part of election maneuvering,

THE RETALIATORY MEASURE. 
TORONTO, Ont., January 27.—A special from 
Ottawa to the Mail says: Everybody is so 
much taken up discussing election matters 
that the recent action ofthe United States Sen- 


ate in passing retaliatory legislation on the 
fisheries is almost overlooked. Mr. Me- 
Lellan, late Minister of Fisheries, 
says, respecting the Edmunds dit: 
Canada, in every instance, has shown the 
greatest courtesy to the fishermen of the 
United States, when keeping them within 
treaty bounds. The wholetrouble in arriving 
at a settlement, I believe, has arisen from the 
misrepresentations on the pose of captains of 
American fishing vessels of the action of the 
Canadian authorities. All we want to do isto 
stand by our rights as defined by 
the treaty. This retaliatory bill proposes to 
prevent importations from Canada of fish or 
any other Canadian product—which may be so 
declared against—by the proclamation of the 
President. It is well known that th 
cannot do without our fish A . 
ing to their latest census is, 
the value of their fisheries, exclusive of 
oysters—the production of which in the 

nited States, I admit, is ye great—only av- 
eraged 45 cents per head of its population an- 
mews L and no one pretends to say that that is 
sufficient for their people. Since the catch of 
fish has not been largely ented, 
I am inclined to think it has been de- 
creased, while at the same tima the 
population has not largely increased, so that 
they are dependent to a great extent on other 
countries for their supply.

The State Senate Reported a Tie, with Lieut. 


Representative Bridges Makes a Strong

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, January 27.—The newspapers here 
did not wake up to the full import of Mon- 
day’s debate on the fisheries bill in the 
United States Senate until yesterday, when 
nearly all of them not only gave it an exten- 
sive editorial notice, but have lengthy special 
articies giving a history of the whole dispute, 
coupled with the English interpretation of the 
various treaties. The Standard has a special 
dispatch trom New York saying that the press 
there does not take a serious view of the de- 
bate, and thie seems to have had a pacificatory 
effect. The speech of Senator Ingalis stand- 
ing alone naturally looked exceedingly belli- 
cose to English eyes, but the disposition now 
prevails to regard it as more fustian than 
representative of public opinion. 
The strongest protest against the bill passed 
by the Senate comes from the Standard, 
which, after some sarcastic hits at Senator 
Ingalis, and the no less trueulent Senator 
Frye, says: On the whole, we agree with Mr. 
Edmunds and his fellow Senator, Mr. Hoar of 
Massachusetts, that it does not mean war. 
Still, if the President goes so far as to carry 
out its extreme provisions, it will be pro- 
ductive of much unpleasantness to both 
Canadaand the United States. We protest 
against the idea of either England or the 
Dominion being coerced into yielding one jot 
or tittle of ite rights by such empty threats as 
these. The President will probably have the 
good sense to veto the measure; or, it he agrees 
to it, he will do so only pro forma, prepara- 
tory to entering on negotiations for settiing 
the dispute in a more diplomatic fashion. 
Indeed, atthe very time when the House of 
Representatives was offered Mr. Belmont’s 
view on the subject of the morality of re- 
prisal, the Foreign Affairs Oommittee were 
reporting favorably on the bill for appointing 
a commission to collect evidence with regard 
to the losses and injuries suffered by Ameri- 
can fishermen since December, 1885, by the 
action of the imperial and Dominion authori- 
ties.

FKYE 
of Maine or of Mr. Ingalls of Kansas. The 
Canadians are equally willing to come to 
terms by appointing a commission to devise a 
plan which would supercede the disputed 
portions of the treaty of 1818. This most like- 
ly will be the end of the present war of words. 
Meanwhile, we and our fellow countrymen in 
Canada are d uite at one. It is nota question 
of England leaning one way for imperial pur 
pose, as we were accused of doing in the 
French fishery dispute and in Newfound- 
land, and of the Dominion’s interest 
tending in an opposite direction. So far 
as the mother country is concerned, 
the fisheries of British American shores do not 
seriously affect herinterests. She has no ves- 
sels there. But whatever touches the richts 
of the Canadians becbmes at once an imperial 
question, Still, it ought not to be beyond the 
power of diplomacy to arrive at a good under- 
standing. The point in dispute ought to have 
been settled long ago. But a friendly ar- 
rangement is not likely to be hastened by the 
passing of such measures as that just adopted 
by the United States Senate.

The 
bulletin says the production of pig-ffon in 
1886 was 5,600,000 tons. The dutyis $6.80 per 
ton, which the association acknowledg>s has 
been added to the price at which pg-iron 
could have been bought were it not for the 
duty. The protection of the pig-iron manu- 
facturers cost the consumers $38,580,080 Last 
year 1,500,000 tons of steel rails weie pro- 
duced. The duty is $18 per ton. At least $15 
per ton has been added to the price cf steel 
rails by the tariff. The figures given by the 
iron and steel association prove that we have 
been taxed $60,230,000 on these two artbles in 
a single year for the benefit of this giant 
monopoly.
